A BANK ACCOUNT. 


First—If you wish to open an account 


with a bank, provide yourself with a 
proper introduction. Well managed banks 
do not open accounts with strangers. 


Second—Do.not draw a check unless you 


have the money in bank or in your posses- 
sion to deposit. Don't testtthe courage or 
generosity of your bank by presenting or 
allowing to be presented your check for a 
larger sum than your balance. 


Third—Do not draw a check or send it to 


• person out of the city, expecting to make 
it good before it can possibly get back. 
Sometimes telegraphic advice U asked 
about such checks. 


Fourth—Do not exchange checks with 


anybody, This ia soon discovered by your 
bank; it doea your friend no good and dis- 
credits you. 


Fifth—Do not give your check to a friend 


with the condition that ha is not to use it 
untila"certain time. He Is sure to take 
an out of town check from a neighbor, 
pass it through your bank without charge 
and give him your check for it. Yon are 
sure to get caught. Discount an accom- 
modation note—in the meaning of a bank 
it ia a note for which no value has passed 
from the indorser to the drawer. 


Sixth—Do riot give your check to a 


stranger. This is an open door for fraud 
and if your bank loses through you il 
will not feel kindly toward you. 


Seventh—When you send your check 


out of the city to pay bills, write the name 
and residence of your payee thus: Pay to 
John Smith & Co., of Boston. This will 
put your bank on its guard if presented at 
the counter. 


Eighth—Do not commit the folly of sup- 


posing that because you trust the bank 
with your money the bank ought to true 
you by paying your overdrafts. 


Ninth—Do not suppose you can behave 


badly in one back and stand well with the 
others. You forget there is a clearing 
house. 


Tenth—Do not quarrel with your bank. 


If you are not treated well go somewhere 
else; but don't go and leave your discount 
lino unprotected. Don't think it unreason- 
able if your bank declines to. 


Eleventh—If you want an accommoda- 


tion, note discounted tell 
the bank 


frankly that it is not, -in their defini- 
tion, a business note. 
If you take a 


note from a debtor with an agreement, 
verbal or written, that it is to be re- 
newed in whole or part, and if you get that 
note discounted and then ask to have a 
new one discounted to take up the old one, 
tell the bank about it. 


Twelfth—Do not commit the folly of say- 


Ing that you will guarantee the payment 
of a note which you have already in- 
dorsed. 


Thirteenth—Give your bank credit for 


being intelligent 
generally and under- 


standing its own business particularly. It 
is much better informed probably than 
you supposed. 


Fourteenth—Do not try to convince your 


bank that the paper or security which has 
already been declined is better than the 
bank supposes. This is only chaff.—Con- 
fectioners' Journal.

RINGS OF THE 
ANCIENTS. 


Quintus Curtius says Alexander sealed 


with his ring the messages he scut to Eu- 
rope. 


In the^British museum are two cornelian 


rings of Egyptian manufacture bearing iu 
alto relievo the sacred frog. 


Rings were early worn as part of the 


pontifical apparatus. 
They symbolized 


the union between the bishops and tho 
thurch. 


The ring of Ahasuerus was used to Real 


the decree for the massacre ol the Jews. 
The Jews wore their rings of signets on 
their right hands. 


Among the poorer classes of Egypt por- 


celain and glass rings were largely used. 
These were inscribed with hieroglyphics 
and were used probably for amulets. 


Rings were mado the receptacles for 


poisons. 'Tis said of Hannibal that he al- 
ways carried a powerful poison In a ring 
and finally committed felo de se by its aid 


For 600 years the doge of Venice per- 


formed the figurative nuptials of himself 
with the Adriatic sea. He dropped a ring 
into the bosom of his betrothed, saying, 
"We wed thee with this ring in token of 
our true and perpetual sovereignty i" 


Tho barrows of our Saxon forefathers 


show indubitable proofs of the early use of 
rings or signets in the British islands. The 
Romans, when they invaded Gaul and 
Britain, found the inhabitants wearing 
Hugs on the little finger of their left hand. 


The fashion of engraving mottoes or 


"posies." &s they are called, within rings 
appears to be an old one. Shakespeare 
speaks of these "posies" many times. From 
the same source it is learned that it was 
customary for aldermen to wear rings as 
distinguishing badges. 


Kings were invested with a ring when 


crowned, the archbishop who presented it 
first blessing it. The monarch was solemn- 
ly bidden to accept it as a sign of faith and 
sincerity in his desire for the well are of 
the church. Bishops and princes were 
buried with rings on their fingers. 


There is no data for the period when the 


custom of placing a ring on the wedding 
finger was first introduced. The Poly- 
chronicon speaks of a young man who 
placed a ring on the finger of Venus. Ho 
could not get it off, so the stony hearted 
young woman claflued him as her own. 


The serpent ring, which is so frequently 


seen nowadays, appears to have been a 
favorite form of this ornament iu antique 
times. The Egyptians aud Ilomans -.vore 
it, and it was foxind on the hand of a Utole- 
ton at Pompeii, a relic of human vanity of 
twenty centuries ago.—New York Tele- 
gram. 


The Greeks were probably ignorant of 


;he use of rings until the tima of the Tro- 


war. Then they adopted the custom 


of wearing them on the third finger of tho 
left hand. This was to prevent the hand 
from dishonorable action, as that finger 
was supposed to be connected to the heart 
by a small nerve.

Poppy Cultivation in India. 


As the cultivation of tobacco is prohibited 


in England, except under a spsjial license 
from the excise authorities, soThe cultiva- 
tion of the poppy in British India i.s for- 
bidden unless a license has been taken out. 
When a cultivator takes out a license from 
the opium department to cultivate a cer- 
tain area (usually two-thirds of an acre of 
his own land), he receives an advance in 
money to secure his allegiance, and he 
binds himself to deliver to the opium 
agent at a fixed price, ordinarily of five 
shillings a pound, whatever opium may be 
produced on his land.

of^study pursued in the Bristol Public 
Schools,, and that you have passed a 
creditable examination, showing your 
proficiency and merits as students. 
On behalf of the Board, I congratulate- 
you on your success.

ticipated with you in the evening's 
exercises, on the creditable manner in 
which you all have acquitted yourselves.

Again I say, acquaint yourselves 
with the best book's. Learn to love 
them. Learn to love to read them. 
Make them your friends. 
By their 


help let your school experience be as 
a foundation stone on which to build 
the real edifice of life. 
Be manly and 


womanly under all circumstances." Go 
forward into the future with cheerful 
and hopeful hearts. 
Look up as you 


go on, and not down. Cultivate coble 
qualities. This is in the power of each 
of you. Acquire beauty of character. 
You can aspire after no grander acqui- 
sition. Let all your aims be high ; let 
all your endeavors be good. Remember 
that tbe world ever did and ever will 
honor tbe worthy, even if they never 
stray far from the lowly paths of life. 
Resolve.tind resresolve that you will do 
your best in whatever you attempt, and 
let your lives so shine before men that 
all may see that they are adorned with 
tbe broad seal of excellence.

la causing a congregation ol these rough, 
poor, destitute individuals at such an un- 
timely hour. You arc uncertain whether 
it is a strike, a lockout, or only a group of 
sleepy laborers waiting for orders to begin 
their daily toil. 


If you decide to approach and investi- 


gate you find that they are waiting in an 
orderly line, the head of which stands 
close to a wide, low little door in one of 
the big buildings. There are anywhere 
between 100and 200 of them; and within 
the little doorway there are two or three 
lights, and two or three men busily en- 
gaged in cutting into lumps some white 
material and throwing them into a mam- 
moth basket which takes up nearly all of 
the door space. Behind them stands a big 
pile of the white stuff which they are so 
rapidly cutting up and transferring to the 
big basket. 


The mob of ragged, hungry men are 


waiting at 2:30 o'clock in the morning, each 
for one of these hunks of bread which the 
three men inside are getting ready to dis- 
tribute. Winter or summer, rain or clear, 
freezing, biting or blowing, hot, sultry or 
suffocating, however the night may be, 
this same hungry mob can be seen there 
every morninu, waiting for the three busy 
men inside to dole out the mite which pos- 
sibly alone can keep them from starving. 


The loaves are all cut up into halves or 


thirds, and the doling out begins. It is 
first come, first served. Every one knows 
it, and there is no fighting, no crowding, 
no pushing, no wrangling. The line moves 
up steadily, and as each ragged individual 
grasps his quota of the white, sweet bread 
he bites off a huge mouthful and walks 
away into the deserted streets, continuing 
the first operation till every crumb of his 
chunk of bread has been safely stored 
away. He has no questions to answer, no 
certificates of poverty to present, no tales 
of misery or of misfortune to unfold, for 
the proprietors of the great baking com- 
pany, which thus disposes of its left over 
bread, are satisfied that none but the 
worthy, the destitute, the starving, woulc 
wait in the street until 2 or 3 o'clock in the 
morning for the humble stipend. It is the 
only private dole in all of the big metropo- 
lis—indeed, the only one of any size or ex 
tent in the country. 


For fifteen years this same crowd ol 


poverty stricken and starving men has 
waited patiently early every morning be- 
fore the little door on Tenth street, and 
many years before that the baking com- 
pany began its practice of distributing its 
left over bread of the day before among 
the poor. In 1877, the number of starving 
men and women who flocked to its doors 
became BO large that the present system 
of the early morning dole was adopted. 
Women who were known to be destitute 
and worthy were given cards. They call 
during the day and get the quota which 


saved for them; they sjpo are frequently 
.van coffee or something else to drink. 
The women who go regularly every day 
jr their share of bread number about 
lirty, while the gathering of men who 
,and in th« dark street every morning 
^areely ever falls short of 160. An average 
[ 100 loaves of bread is the daily amount 
ivided among them. 
With the services 
< 
the three men who 


ave charge cf the do.j and other inciden- 
iLexoenses. the cost of keeping these 180 
_• a» inaiviclaals from starving, possibly, 
mount to about 8100 per mouth, or be- 
ween three and four cents a day for each. 
!his includes the cost of the coffee, a cup 
f which is given to each man every morn- 
ng during the cold winter months. 
Touching are the tales of gratitude which 


jccasionally reach the ears of the men who 
ole out the bread and the superintendent 
f the company, although they seldom 
question the ragged recipients of the char- 
ty regarding their misfortunes. 
Mothers 


with starving little ones at home, hus- 
mnds-with wives and babies sick and 
lying, brothers and sisters whose faces are 
aggard with hunger and wan with weary 


watching over father, mother or loved 
ones, hundreds of them find their way at 
one time or another to this quiet dole, 
.vhere they get the meager loaf which 
.ides them over for another day's battle, 
and no one is the wiser, for they come and 
;o at the dead of night, while the well fed 
iity sleeps and no mortal ear can listen to 
;heir sighs and groans of hopeless despera- 
ion.—New York Recorder.
